In theory, the directive might

Mayor Califf said the town’s big 
well, which normally pumps 150 
gallons a minute,sleowed down to 
30 gallons a minute Friday.

Fitch Gives Dairymen 
Goals for the Industry 


Retirement of Frank W. Fitch, dairy 
specialist with the Georgia Agricultural 
Extension Service for 37 years, reminds 
us of how much the industry owés him 
for his contributions to its progress. 

While it still has a long way to go, 
the dairy industry has made great strides 
forward in the past few years. Milk pro- 
duction, while still behind the national 
average, has climbed from 2,800 pounds 
per cow to about 4,000. 


At the same time, the cost of produc- 
tion problem has been tackled from many 
angles. Per-acre yield of corn, for in- 
stance, has been doubled in recent years. 
Alfalfa acreage has increased from 4,700 
in 1940 to 24,000 today. Acres in perma- 
nent pastures have climbed from 50,000 
acres to about three million. Temporary 
winter and summer pastures have in- 
creased by some 600 per cent. 

The herd improvement program, in- 
cluding use of artificial insemination, 
gradually Is weeding out inferior animals 
that cost more to keep than they are 
worth. 


All of these factors enter into the prob- 
lems of dairying and the ultimate cost to 
the milk consumer. 


The dairy industry must continue to 
pursue the goals which Mr. Fitch set for 
it if it is to prosper. He states them sim- 
ply as: “Higher production per cow at 
a lower cost, more milk per acre of land 
devoted to dairying, and a higher return 
for each man-hour of labor.” 

These goals can be reached by simply 
applying what already is known, knowl- 
edge made possible by people like Frank 
Fitch.

Georgia Supreme Court Put 


Man’s Right To Work First 


Railway employes, by the decision of the U. S. Supreme Court, may 
be compelled to join labor unions, but no law imposes upon them the 
necessity of joining a union which uses their dues for political purposes, 
the Georgia Supreme Court says in an interesting and important 


decision. 

What the U.S. Supreme Court 
said was: ‘‘Judgment is reserved 
as to the validity or enforceability 
of a union or closed-shop agree- 
ment if other conditions of union 
membership be imposed or if the 
collection of dues, initiation fees 
or assessments is used as a cover 
for enforcing ideological conform- 
ity or other action in contraven- 
tion of the First or the Fifth 
Amendments.”’ 

Georgia has a right-to-work law. 
A group of employes of the Geor- 
gia Southern & Florida Railway 
Co. were notified of a union-shop 
agreement made by the company 
in consonance with amendments 
to the Railway Labor Act which 
repealed the open-shop clause and 
that accordingly they must join 
unions within 60 days or be fired. 

They filed suit for an injunction 
which a lower court dismissed, on 
the ground that the U.S. Supreme 
Court had deprived state courts 
of jurisdiction in cases involving 
the Railway Labor Act. 

The , Georgia Supreme Court 
concedes, with regret, that this is 
the case. In a ‘“‘per curiam’’ state- 
ment preceding the opinion the 
court noted that the petitioners 
“allege that the initiation fees, 
periodic dues and assessments 
which they would be required to 
pay under the closed-shop agree- 
ment will be used in substantial 
part for purposes not germane 
to collective bargaining but to 
support ideological and political 
doctrines and candidates which 
they are not willing to support and 
cannot lawfully be forced to sup- 
port, 
tutionally guaranteed rights of 
freedom of association, thought, 
liberty and property” and that 
the contract and parts of the 
Railway Labor Act, to the extent 
that they authorize a 


thus violating their consti- 


agreement, are violative of the 
First, Fifth end Ninth Amend- 
ments. The court finds this point 
well taken. 

The opinion, written by Chief 
Justice Duckworth and concurred 
in by all the justices, said among 
other things: ‘‘It strikes us as 
being a futile gesture to solemnly 
declare the sacred and_= inde- 


structible right of one to freedom © 


of speech and’ freedom of wor- 
ship, and then sanction a de- 
nial of that same one’s right 
to work which.is the indispensable 
economic support without which 
neither freedom could endure. 
One could not for long enjoy 
speaking and worshiping freely if 
he was hungry and was denied 
bread or the means of obtaining 
it . 

“We believe that a single per- 
son armed@with right — the ‘right 
to work’ — should in all courts of 
justice be able to defeat the self- 
ish demands of multitudes, though 
they be members of a labor union, 
who seek to deprive him of that 
right. . . . We do not believe one 
can constitutionally be compelled 
to contribute money to support 
ideas, politics and candidates 
which he opposes. We believe his 
right to immunity from such ex- 
actions is superior to any claim 
the union can make upon him.”’ 

While the Supreme Court spe- 
cifically upheld the legality of the 
amendment to the Railway Labor 
Act — which formerly ‘forbade 
the union or closed shop — ft did 
not, as the Georgia court re- 
marks, pass on the point of en- 
forced contributions, and the man- 
ner of its reservation on the mat- 
ter indicated that the last word 
on the Railway Labor Act had 
not been said. -

Disarmament Trap 


WASHINGTON—Chief Soviet delegate Valerian 
Zorin is pulling an old Communist tactic at the 
London disarmament talks but it doesn’t mean that 
a first-step agreement now must be considered lost. 


The tendency all 


along, I believe, has been to view the negotiations through a heavy haze 


of wishful optimism. . 

The present setback simply 
brings the great difficulties of 
negotiating with the Russians, 
quite aside from the difficulties 
of reaching an agreement, inio 
clearer view. 

Based on the past performance 
of Soviet negotiators, there is no 
reason to consider the talks at a 
final dead-end or to feel they 
might as well be called off. The 
Soviets would hold up their hands 
in horror at the thought. 

What has happened is that alft- 
er American delegate Harold 
Stassen, at President Eisenhow- 
er’s direction, advanced propos- 
als which went a long way to- 
ward meeting Soviet views, 
Zorin met these advances with 
a monumental iceberg. He re- 
fused to say yes at any point 
and he said no at several critical 
points. 

What is Zorin up to? Is he in- 
tent upon scuttiing the negotia- 
tions? Is his 70-minute deriding 
of the American proposals equal 
to a last word of Soviet rejec- 
tion? 

It seems to me the answer to 
these questions is ‘‘no,”’ that 
Zorin is not scuttling the talks— 
certainly not at this time—but is 
negotiating in form. 

The Soviets are playing upon 
a Western and particularly an 
American proclivity—a _ passion- 
ate desire ‘‘to get on with it,’’ to 
get a solid result and get it quickly.

For the United States to pro- 
claim in advance that it never 
will use atomic weapons to de- 
fend itself. means striking from 
the hands of the West the one 
deterrent we have to the vast 
superiority Communist nations 
have in military manpower.

voters; Florida, 366,797 eligible,

eligible, 53,336 voters; Tennessee,

Mississippi, 497,350 eligible, 18,000 
voters; Arkansas, 232,191 eligible, 
67,851 voters; Louisiana, 510,090 
eligible, 161,410 voters, and Tex- 
as, 550,992 eligible, 209,297 voters. 
‘ Southern senators usually are 
most skillful in political maneu- 
ver. But they were outmaneu- 


vered in the early stages of the 
civil rights contest by an adroit 
Yankee technician out of Nebras- 
ka by way of New York, Atty. 
Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr. 

Brownell concentrated on the 
right to vote issue, simple and 
basic. 

When the Southerners awak- 
ened to the attorney general's 
maneuver, they sent in one of the 
cleverest, a former state judge, 
Sen, Sam Ervin of North Caro- 
lina. He sought to concentrate 
the issue on trial by jury, a 
slogan that always arouses our 
people. 

After that, the Southern situa- 
tion became more desperate 
through the successful maneuver 
by the Republican-Northern Dem- 
ocratic coalition in bypassing the 
Judiciary Committee, where the 
civil rights bill had been bottled 
up, and placing the @louse bill on 
the Senate calendar. 

In this emergency, the leader 
of the Southern bloc, Sen. Rich- 
ard B. Russell of Georgia, went 
all out on a new line. He said the 
real aim of the bill was to “‘bring 
the whole might of the federal 
government, including the armed 
forces, if necessary, to force a 
comingling of white and Negro 
children’ in the  state-supported 
schools of the South.” 

That was real blood and thun- 
der. And it was effective in at 
least one quarter, the White 
House. The President took notice, 
with the result that Russell went 
to the White House and aired hig. 
views.
